45th international 
convention opens 
here on Monday

SAN DIEGO — Some 1,500 members 


of the Serra Club will attend the 45th 


annual Serra International Convention at 
the Hotel Inter-Continental June 22-24. 

The convention will be the largest 
gathering of Serrans ever held in the 
United States, according to Jim 
Carpenter, convention chairman and a 
trustee for Serra International. 

This will be the first Serra International 
Convention ever held in San Diego, 
added Carpenter, a member of the Serra 
Club of San Diego. 

The annual gathering gives Serrans 
“‘the chance to learn about what is going 
on in the church and to have a good time 
doing it,’’ Carpenter said. ‘‘This will be 
my ninth convention. I have never 
returned from one without having been 
spiritually enriched.’’ 

Nancy Cashman, communications 
director for Serra International, said 
Serra Club members have worked to 
increase vocations to the priesthood and 
Religious life for 53 years. She said there 
are 506 Serra Clubs in the world, 
including 271 in the United States. 


More than 150 Serrans from countries 
outside the United States will be 
attending the convention, Cashman said. 

Mexico will provide the largest foreign 
contingent because the Serra Mexican 
National Council will be meeting in 
Tijuana the weekend before the gathering 
in San Diego. Some 100 Mexican Serrans 
are expected to attend the International 
Convention. 

Members from Italy, South America, 
Australia and the Philippines will also 
participate, she added. 

Approximately 100 local Serrans will 
attend the gathering, Carpenter said. The 
diocese includes Serra Clubs in San Diego 
and North County, and another group is 
being organized for members of East San 
Diego and the East County. 

The theme of the upcoming papal visit 
to the United States, ‘‘Unity in the Work 
of Service,’’ is the convention’s theme, 
Cashman said. 


Pope John Paul II conferred his 
apostolic blessing on the convention in a 
letter to Archbishop James A. Hickey of 
Washington, D.C. Archbishop Hickey is 
the episcopal adviser of Serra 
International. 

‘The Holy Father deeply appreciates 
the contribution which Serra 
International has made in the past and 
continues to make today. He sees in this 
generous dedication a deep love for the 
Church and an eagerness to further the 
growth of the Kingdom of God in our 
age,’ states the letter from the Vatican 
Secretariat of State. 

Father Richard Rohr, OFM, will be 
the convention’s keynote speaker. He is 
director of the Center for Action and 
Contemplation in Albuquerque, New 
Mexico.

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Immigrants need 
to meet criteria, 
priest explains 


In the Southern Cross dated May 22, a reader expressed 
concern over the legalization program and raised two 
pertinent questions. 

First, he asked if there are criteria for acceptance of 
persons seeking amnesty under the recently enacted

provides specific criteria for eligibility. These criteria are 
clarified and amplified in the regulations that were 
published in April.

Lt TERS TO proficiency is required to be 
ume ee =—Stéi approved as aa temporary 
‘ DITOR resident. Eighteen months 
later, the person can apply as 
a permanent resident, and a higher proficiency of English 
will be required. To apply for citizenship, fluency in 
English is necessary, and there is a standardized test. 
The challenge before the church at present is assisting 
those undocumented persons who desire an opportunity 
to learn English as a second language. Tutors and other 
volunteers will be needed to supplement the existing 
community education programs. Parishes should come 
forward to provide their assistance to this needy 
population and achieve the full benefit of the legalization 
program.

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Their priorities are in order 


Our adult education group voted to study church 
history last year, and it was interesting. When we came to 
the 13th century, the subject of Third Orders came up, 
along with the tertiaries — the members of a Third 
Order. 

It is impossible to study the growth of the lay movement 
if you don’t have a grasp of the concept of Third Order. 

It really started with St. Francis of Assisi. He founded 
the Friars Minor for the men of his time, with a special 
dedication to the evangelical virtues, poverty in 
particular. Not weighed down by earthly possessions, the 
brothers were free to follow Christ in gospel love and 
simplicity. 

St. Clare wanted the women to be able to share this life, 
but the customs of the times did not allow women 
Religious to live outside a convent. She kept after St. 
Francis until he adapted his rule for women, and that was 
his ‘‘second order,’’ now known as the Poor Clares. 

But many of the laity admired the Franciscan spirit and 
wanted to partake in it. Once again, Francis acceded and 
adapted his rule for people living in the world. These 
people were known as secular Franciscans — his ‘‘third 
order.”’ 

While living in the world and fulfilling the duties of 
their state in life, these people worked to achieve holiness 
of life by observing a papally approved rule, under the 
direction of and in the spirit of a particular religious order 
— in this caseithe Franciscans. 

People flocked to join, and the concept soon spread to 
other religious orders, as well. Thus there were soon 
hundreds of chapters of Third Order members of the 
Dominicans, Carmelites, Benedictines, Servites, 
Norbertines and Premonstratensians, to name just the 
most popular. 

To be established, they need the approval of the pope 
and a rule that can be adapted to individual living, or

For many senior citizen Catholics like me, the Sacred 
Heart immediately recalls the era when we tried to receive 
Holy Communion on seven consecutive first Fridays in 
accordance with a devotion associated with Mary 
Margaret Alacoque. 


However, the Sacred Heart is much more important 
and ancient than this particular devotion. Indeed, 
devotion to the heart of Jesus had its roots in the New 
Testament. 


Before we look at the scripture, though, we should 
recall that the heart is a very important human symbol. 
The heart stands for the whole human being. The heart 
also represents the center, the very heart, of the human 
person. Thus, on Valentine’s Day we give each other our 
hearts, not our kidneys or our brains or whatever else, 
however important they might be. 


The heart of Jesus stands for the whole Jesus. And who 
is he? Jesus is the God-Man, the perfect communion of 
the human and the divine. Put another way, Jesus is the 
sacrament of God in the world (John 14:9). This means, 
ultimately, that the heart of Jesus is the heart of God in 
humans and human history. 


In a gospel reading for this feast, Jesus proclaims, 
‘‘Come to me all you who labor and who are burdened 
and I will give you rest, for I am meek and humble: of 
heart. My yoke is easy and my burden is light.” 
(Matthew 11:25-30) 


At the time of Jesus, many Jewish interpretations of the 
Torah were burdensome for the great majority of the 
people. These interpretations made it difficult, if not 
impossible, for ‘‘the common man’’ to keep the law and 
do God’s will. Holiness thus became the preserve of a few 
select souls.

WASHINGTON — When Pope John 
Paul II meets with the nation’s bishops in 
Los Angeles this September, four leading 
bishops will address him on topics of 
concern to the Catholic Church in the 
United States. 

The four are Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago and Archbishops 
John Quinn of San Francisco, Daniel 
Pilarczyk of Cincinnati and Rembert 
Weakland of Milwaukee. They will be 
introduced by Archbishop John May of 
St. Louis, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

Pope John Paul II is scheduled to make 
his second major visit to the United States 
Sept. 10-19. On Sept. 16 he is to meet 
with the assembled U.S. bishops in Los 
Angeles. 

Msgr. Daniel Hoye, NCCB general 
secretary, said the plan for four bishops to 
address the pope during the meeting is 
patterned after procedures followed by 
other bishops’ conferences in other 
countries the pope has visited. 


He said the four speakers and themes 
were chosen by the bishops’ committee 
for the papal visit, headed by Archbishop 
Thomas Kelly of Louisville, Ky., after 
the committee asked all the bishops in the 
country to suggest topics and speakers. 
The committee’s recommendations in 
turn were approved by the NCCB 
Administrative Committee in March, he 
said. 

Cardinal Bernardin and Archbishop 
Quinn are former presidents of the 
NCCB, and Archbishop Pilarczyk is the 
conference’s current vice president.

ALCALA PARK — Although San Diego diocesan 
parishes want to heed various requests to charter buses to 
the pope’s Sept. 15 Mass in the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum, many have been unable to do so because buses 
are not available. 

About 300 buses would be needed to transport the 
12,000 local persons who will receive tickets to the papal 
Mass. 

Msgr.Francis Pattison, the diocesan coordinator for the 
papal visit, said about 110 bus permits have been 
requested. 

He said many parishes have found that additional buses 
are not available that day. People may have to carpool the 
120 miles to the Coliseum if mass transportation is not 
available, he added. 

Chartering an Amtrak train is among the alternatives 
being investigated, Msgr. Pattison said. 

Mary Costello, pastoral assistant at Our Lady of Grace 
parish, has contacted Amtrak officials about the idea of 
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Local parishes seek transportation to 


chartering a train to Los Angeles. So far, officials have 
not approved the plan. Costello is optomistic, however, 
that Amtrak will give the plan a green light. 

Msgr. Pattison has contacted papal visit organizers in 
Los Angeles to enlist their help in securing the train, she 
said. 

If the Amtrak plan is approved, Costello said that buses 
will be on hand to transport people from the L.A. train 
depot to the Coliseum, a distance of about five miles. 

About 1,200 people from 10 parishes have said they 
would like to go on the train, Costello added. 

Like other parish representatives, Costello contacted 
every charter bus company in San Diego and was able to 
reserve just one bus. Our Lady of Grace has an allotment 
of 338 tickets to the papal Mass. 

St. Francis is one of the parishes hoping the train will 
be made available. ‘‘We have two buses that can 
accommodate a total of 92 people,’’ said Rae Arnold, 
parish secretary. All of the 400 tickets allotted to the Vista 
parish have been taken and the parish has a waiting list, 
she added.

LOS ANGELES — Placido Domingo 
will be featured in a program scheduled to 
precede Pope John Paul II’s Mass Sept.

The Mass is one of several activities 
scheduled during tne pope’s two-day stop 
in Los Angeles. 

Domingo, the noted Italian tenor, is 
scheduled to be at the Metropolitan 
Opera in New York that week and will fly 
to Los Angeles the day of the evening 
Mass. In the pre-Mass performance he 
will sing the ‘‘Ave Maria’’ with the 
Paulist Boys Chorister of Los Angeles, 
said Tom McCoy, organizer of the event. 

McCoy also said that the program will 
be emceed by Hollywood character actor 
Joseph Campanella and will include 
performances by Gospel singer Sandi 
Patti and religious folk musician Brother 
John Michael Talbot, a member of the 
Third Order of St. Francis. 

An international children’s choir, a 
95-voice black Catholic choir, and a 
1,500-member choir from parishes in 
Southern California also are scheduled to 
sing in the program. 

McCoy, of Tom McCoy-Cathy Rigby 
Productions, said performers are 
donating their services at the 100,000-seat 
coliseum, where for security reasons Mass 
participants are required to be in their 
places two hours before the Mass begins. 

He said that the musical program, with 
65-piece orchestra, will be ‘‘liturgically 
oriented.’’ not a ‘‘Hollywood Super 
Bowl-style show,”’ and will be ‘‘staying 
away from balloon releases and 
fireworks.”’

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Pope closes Polish visit with procession »|«

WARSAW, Poland — Pope John Paul II closed a 
weeklong visit to his homeland by leading an 
unprecedented eucharistic procession through the streets 
of Warsaw and celebrating Mass for more than a million 
people. 

The procession highlighted one of the main themes of 
the pope’s June 8-14 trip — the right of Polish Catholics 
to live their faith in public. 

During the trip, the pope visited Poland’s Baltic port 
region and encouraged workers to ‘‘press untiringly’’ for 
their rights. He also met in Gdansk with the former 
Solidarity union leader, Lech Walesa. 

In Warsaw, he visited the tomb of Father Jerzy 
Popieluszko, an activist priest slain by Polish security 
officers in 1984. He condemned abortion and alcoholism 
June 12 in Czestochowa and told Polish scholars in Lublin 
that Marxism’s view of religion is losing ground. 

During an outdoor Mass in Warsaw June 14 to close a 
national eucharistic congress, the pope said the Christian 
faith was a reality rooted in Poland’s 1,000-year history. 
The ‘‘fact of Christ,’’ he said, will not be changed by 
growing resistance in the world, even when it reaches the 
point of ‘‘programmed atheism.”’ 

At the Mass, in one of Warsaw’s largest squares, the 
pope also expressed his unity with Catholics in Soviet 
territories of Lithuania, the Ukraine and Byelorussia. 
Earlier in the trip, he said he would not be traveling to the

‘‘May he become yet another patron of our difficult 
times that are so full of tensions, of enmity and of 
conflicts,’’ said the pope, who visited the Nazi 
extermination camp at Majdanek June 9. 

In a June 14 visit to the churchyard of St. Stanislaw 
Kostka Parish, the pope laid red and white roses and said 
prayers at Father Popieluszko’s gravesite. It was from the 
pulpit of St. Stanislaw’s that the priest gave his fiery 
sermons criticizing government policies. 

The pope also embraced the dead priest’s parents, as a 
crowd of. Solidarity supporters chanted and _ tried 
unsuccessfully to reach the gravesite. They were held back 
by police lines. 

In an afternoon meeting with Polish bishops, the pope 
appeared to open the door to full diplomatic relations 
between the Holy See and Poland. Negotiations on the 
issue have been going on for several years, and some 
Polish bishops reportedly have been uncomfortable with 
the idea. 

The pope, however, said such relations would be in the 
interest of the church and the nation and said their 
absence could be ‘‘a kind of harm’’ for the country. 

He added that there was still ‘‘serious work’’ to be done 
on the issue and linked diplomatic relations with the rights - 
of bishops to speak out forcefully for human rights. 
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His goals? To have three or four 
children, be a good provider and spend 
time with his family. 

His five years in the Navy have not 
separated him from his family, except 
for short business trips.

ALCALA PARK — Father Ben 
Marcantonio, a graduate of Patrick 
Henry High School who was ordained for 
the Diocese of San Diego in 1982, will 
become the diocesan. superintendent of 
schools on July 1. 

The longtime San Diegan has been 
associate superintendant of schools for the 
past two years. 

Father Marcantonio succeeds Father 
Dennis Clark, who has _ been 
superintendent the last nine years. Father 
Clark has held the schools post and served 
as pastor of Church of the Nativity in 
Rancho Santa Fe for the last two years. 

“T look forward to doing what I can to 
help Catholic education in San Diego,” 
Father Marcantonio said. ‘“This is a 
major change in my life, a positive step 
for me.”’ 

The new head of the diocesan Schools 
Office completed studies for his master of 
education degree at the University of San 
Diego in January. He received the 
Outstanding Student Award in leadership 
administration and was: named 
valedictorian of the university’s School of 
Education. 

His work in the Schools Office helped 
him with his studies. ‘‘I took the Catholic 
approach to education,’ Father 
Marcantonio said. 

He cited a politics of education course 
in which he was. able to. draw on the 
diocese’s dilemma over the funding of 
remedial education as part of his study. 

The Chapter 1 problem began in 1985, 
when the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that 
remedial education programs could not 
be administered on parochial school 
property.

He will work to develop a plan that 
would enable Catholic schools ‘‘to 
maintain quality education and remain 
financially stable. We want to provide 
Catholic education regardless of one’s 
ability to pay. 

‘“‘We need to come to a deeper 
appreciation of Catholic education by 
asking, ‘Is it worth it?’ Across the United 
States the answer to this question has 
been ‘yes.’ Maybe we should be asking, 
‘Can we afford not to have it?’ ’’ he said. 


Education studies have demonstrated 
that Catholic schools concentrate on the 
basics — reading, math and creative 
thinking skills — during a time public 
schools offer other study options, such as 
vocational training. Now, studies such as 
‘*A Nation At Risk’’ have suggested that 
public schools should return to an 
emphasis on these core subjects, Father 
Marcantonio said. 


He hopes to involve everyone in the 
Catholic school system —_ parents, 
teachers, principals, pastors — in 
boosting parochial schools. ‘“They should 
tell people about their experiences. We’re 
here and we want to serve and grow.”’ 

Catholic school education is viewed 
differently today. ‘“T'wenty to 25 years 
ago people were expected to send their 
children to Catholic school, despite the 
sacrifices that had to be made.”’ 

Though no longer considered an 
obligation, sending one’s children to 
parochial schools is of value to family, 
community and church. 

“Those who experience Catholic 
school become. enthusiastic members of 
parishes and the church,’ Father 
Marcantonio said.

ALCALA PARK — The diocesan Peace and Justice 
Commission has announced its support of Amnesty 
International’s campaign to abolish the death penalty in 
the United States. 

James Stiven, a member of the commission’s executive 
committee, and Steven Seick, local coordinator for 
Amnesty International’s campaign against the death 
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ts support 


said. 

Seick said that, nationwide, the death penalty is applied 
arbitrarily. In California, death sentences also vary from 
county to county, he added. 


‘‘The visceral résponse is to seek retribution. But 
morally the death penalty is not right,’’ Seick said. 

Amnesty International’s campaign against the death 
penalty is not new, Seick noted. The human rights group 
began refocusing attention on the issue in February. 


The group decided to redouble it efforts in April, when 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 5-4 that a Georgia death 
penalty law was constitutional despite statistical evidence 
which showed that black murderers are more likely to be 
executed than are white murderers. 


Seick said that Amnesty International plans to point 
out alternatives to the death penalty, such as life in prison — 
without the possibility of parole. ‘‘We’re trying to create 
doubt about dealing with crime’’ by using the death 
penalty. i 

The human rights group will lobby legislators 
nationwide, seeking support for laws abolishing capital 
punishment. 

‘‘Tt’s easier for us to point the finger’’ at other countries 
when it comes to human rights abuse, Seick said. “‘A 
fundamental human right is the right to life. ... The U.S. 
abuses this right,’’ he added. 

‘‘We don’t like to look at ourselves ... as abusers. But 
the U.S. has the highest death row population in the 
world.’’ 

‘‘The U.S. is one of only two Western industrialized 
countries that executes people; the other is South Africa,”’ 
Seick said. 

Rey. Wenger noted biblical prohibitions to the death 
penalty. He cited Cain’s slaying of Abel. God did not take 
Gain’s life as punishment; instead God banished him. 

“No one has the right to take vengeance into their own 
hands,’’ Wenger said. The commandment says ‘“Thou 
shalt not kill.”’ 

‘Amnesty International and the church act as moral 
guides,’’ Salzberg said. 


Father Rohr, who recently established 
for Lay Ministry in 
Albuquerque, N.M., was critical of those 
who confuse orthodoxy with holiness. 
The problem with equating holiness and 
orthodoxy is that no spiritual power 
comes from those people, he said. ‘‘So 
many of the saints were not orthodox at 
all — the primary question is union with 
God, love of that union, love that comes 
from union, not’ right doctrines in the 


The Gospel moves by attraction, not by

The one thing more dangerous than 
individual ego is corporate ego, he said.

It notes the U.S. bishops’ 1980 statement on capital 
punishment. The bishops ‘‘categorically condemned the 
use of capital punishment as an unacceptable instrument 
in dealing with the serious issues of law and order 
confronting contemporary society.”’ 

“‘We believe that the death penalty does not deter 
crime. ...

Fewer priests, nuns listed 
in ’87 Catholic directory

WASHINGTON — The U:S. 
Catholic population went up about one- 
half of 1 percent last year, but the number 
of priests and nuns serving them declined, 
according to statistics in the 1987 Official 
Catholic Directory. 


The 1987 directory, issued in early 
June, reported an increase in the total 
U.S. Catholic population from 
52,654,908 at the start of 1986 to 
52,893,217 at the start of 1987. Catholics 
make up about 22 percent of the country’s 
total population. 


In the same period the number of 
diocesan priests dropped from 35,155 to 
34,471, for a loss of 684, or just under ‘2 
percent. 

The number of religious brothers was 
stable, registering a total loss of only 11, 
from 7,429 to 7,418. The number of 
sisters declined 1 percent, from 113,658 
to 112,489. Permanent deacons rose, 
from 7,562 to 7,981. 


The reported number of religious-order 
priests was down dramatically, from 
22,028 to 18,911, but a change in 
reporting procedures seemed to be 
responsible for a major part of the 
apparent loss. Dioceses were not asked to 
report separately on religious priests 
working in foreign missions, and lack of 
data in that area made it impossible to 
determine immediately what the total of 
religious priests actually was this year. 

The annual Official Catholic Directory 


has been published since 1817 by. PJ... 


Kenedy and Sons, which has its editorial 
offices in Wilmette, IIl.. 


The publication depends on reports 
from dioceses and religious orders for its 
data. As a result, large fluctuations 
sometimes represent changes in the ways 
of counting or reporting rather than in the 
actual situation.

e The Archdiocese of Los Angeles 
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remains the ‘nation’s largest with a 
Catholic population of 2,659,000, 
followed by the archdioceses of Chicago, 
Boston, New York and Detroit. 


e The number of Catholic colleges and 


universities listed dropped from 243 to. 


238, but the number of students served 
rose from 545,461 to 556,337... 

® Catholic parish, diocesan and 
private high schools went down 10, from 
1,418 to 1,408. The number of students 
served dropped from 766,744 to 754,714. 


¢ Catholic elementary schools, 
dropping from 7,865 to 7,772, served 
2,030,598 pupils at the start of 1987, 
down nearly 70,000 from the previous 
year. : 

¢ The number of high school students 
in Catholic religious education programs 
rose some 57,000 to 888,452, but the 
elementary-level students in religious 
education fell about 130,000, to 
2,972,588. 


The 1987 figures showed slight declines 
from the previous year in numbers of 
recorded infant baptisms, converts, 
marriages and deaths. 

The statistical summary in the new 
directory, reflecting changes over recent 
years in parish structure and 
administration, dropped ‘‘stations’’ and 
“‘chapels’’ from its listings and added 
“‘pastoral centers’? along with the 
traditional categories of ‘‘parishes’’ and 
“‘missions.’’ It recorded 830 pastoral 
centers in the first year of that listing. 


Ordinations, numbering 670 over the 
past year, were added to the directory’s 
statistical summary for the first time in 
1987. 

Reflecting changes in Catholic health 
care and social service institutions, the 
directory revised its categories in that 
area. New categories included 
dispensaries, homes for special care, child 
welfare centers, nurseries and special 
social centers.. Previous « categories of 
special hospitals, orphanages and 
asylums, children’ in foster homes, and 
homes for aged were dropped.
